The ingeouity of man in 4 
whole range of animal, mineral and vegetable 
the of bis comfort, is 
powbere more weadrously exbibited than in his 
couversion of the sap of trees to 4 thousand 
‘uses of life. The innumerable textures to which 
the gums of the India Rubber and Gutta Percha 
forests are and may be converted, are perhaps 
the most extraordinary results of his inventon. 
It ie wot dificult to remember the time whes 
the only specimens of India Rubber seeo in oer 
country, were a few bottles in which quicksilver 
hed been imported, and which were then cut 
up to be devoted to the erasement of pencil 
marks. The great object of its creation war 
supposed to be the correction of mistakes of the 
peecil. Then, through long years, the ies 
thet this material was susceptible of numerous 
applications, fermented in the brains of inge- 
wious men, absorbing their thoughts during the 
day, and Mittering in fantastic forms through 
their dreams ot night, leading ‘te cuthusasts 
througd valleys of poverty, and over mountains 
of tia) and disappointment, ti!) at last the great 
discovery broke on the mind of the inventor o/ 
the process, and bas since materially contribu 
ted to the cumfort of man. Though the busi- 
wees is of such recent origin, yet there are -ome 
twenty-two establishments working under a ir 
gic patent, with ap invested capital of about 
two millions and « balf of doflars; and the ta- 
ris whieh the inventor has reserved now 
amount to over one hundred and fifty thousaod 
dollers per annum.

CURIOUS MENTAL PHENOMENA. 


Dr. Carpenter is delivering a course of lec 
tures, at Manch on the physiology of the 
nervous system. In his fifth lecture, the doc- 
tor retated some curious instances of aberration 
of mind. He spoke of a very learned profes- 
sor, some years ago, at Aberdeen, Dr Robert 
Hamilton, whose essay on the national debt 
largely contributed to the abolition of the sink - 
ing fund. In public this man was « shedow. 
He pulled off his hat to his own wife im the 
streets, and apologized for aot heving the 
pleasure of her scquaintance. He went to one 
of his classes carly in the morning, with one of 
his wife's white stockings on one leg, and a black 
one on the other. He often spent the whole 
time of the clase im moving from the table the 
hate, ©! bis students as constantly returned. 
invited the students to call upon 
him, and then Gned them for insulting him, if 
they called. Me ran against « cow, and beg- 
ged her pardon, called ber Madame, hoping she 
had not been burt.

Those 
who object to having their becks kept warm, 
argue that at times they are inevitably 

to a cold stable, and that such a change will be 
productive of catarrh, inflammation, and vari- 
ous other diseases. This is not an evil so fre- 
quently to be encountered as formerly ; stables 
are more comfortably constructed than they 
used to be; and if'a dinner invitation, or other 
social visit, exposed the heck to & temporary 
asylum in a cold stable « rug or two, or evens 
blanket, can surely be found to keep him warm, 
whilst his master enjoys bimeclt at the festive 
board. Indeed, if no exvelepment can be pro- 
cured, I am convinced the animal will not be 
so susceptible of cold, although accustomed to 
warmth at home, as he will be if kept too cool, 
and for this reason—he will be finer in his coat, 
and from the beneficial result of condition be 
will be dry ; whereas a horse with « long coat, 
and out of condition, has a garment like a wet 
blanket, with a languid circulation, 
to create that evaporation necessary to render 
the horse dry, and the perspiration will be seen 
hanging to the point of almost every hair on 
his body. 


Deereorine Issrcts on Traes.—Most of the 
methods for the ac of the above 
object have frequently failed ; but the follow- 
ing, invented by « French chemist, has been 
tried repested times, and always with the best 
success, where tobaceo smoke, tobacco juice, 
and other means were of no avail: Take two 
and a half pounds of bisck soap, two and « half 
pounds of flour of sulphur, two pounds of mush- 
rooms that grow in moist ground of any kind, 
and thirty quarts of water. Divide the water 
into like portions; put one-half ins cask with 
the s°ap aad mushrooms, after they have been 
a little bruised ; boil the other half of the water 
a kettle with the sulphur, in a bag, and kept 
down to the bottom of the kettle by @ stone or 
other weight. The sulphur bag must be stirred 
by a staff, in order the better to saturate the 
water. By the increase of the quantity of ma- 
terials, the effect becomes more powerful. The 
water thus boiled must then be thrown into the 
cask, and then stirred about with a stick until 
it has acquired the bighest degree of foul oder, 
in whieh care is to be observed that the cask be 
shut up after the stirring of the water. This 
mixture must be scattered or sprinkled on the 
trees, shrubs or plants, and in the first sprink- 
ling it will destroy the greatest part of the in- 
eects; frequent r « are demanded in 
order to kill those which live und*r ground, es- 
pecially the ants. To destroy these from two 
te eight quarts of the mixtare may be needed. 
Two ounces of sux vemce added to the pre- 
vious mixture, grated and scraped off with the 
flour of mipbar, will make this means more 
efScacious. The best thing for use is a sprink- 
ler made of tin, which will hold a good quantity; 
the mouth-piece fiat, and perforated with rows 
of small holes.—- Amerscan Polytechnic Journal. 





To Kerr Warre Ties Tionr.—A corres. 
| pondent of the Sowthern Planter gives the tol- 
lowing mode of preparing the felloes of wheels 
so that they will keep tight: 

“1 ironed a wagon, some years ago, for my 
own use, and before putting on the tires, I filled 
the felloes with linseed ot! ; and the tires have 
worn out and were never loose. I ironed o 
buggy, for my own use, seven years ago, and 
the tires are now as tight as when puton. My 
method of filling the felloes with oil is aa fol. 
lows: I ase a long cast iron oil heater, made 
for the purpose, the oil is bronght to « boiling 
heat, the whee! is placed on a stick, so a» te 
hang ip the oil, each felloe one hour, for a com 
mon sized felloe. The timber should be dry 
as green timber will not receive oil. Care 
should be taken that the oil be made no hotter 
than the boiling heat, in order that the timber 
be not burnt.
